Market Bye - laws . 

PUBLIC MARKETS . 
$ 1. The market shall be open to all persons without distinction 
of caste or creed. 

2. The market shall be open from sunrise to sunset on such 
days of the week as may be notified in the Gazette by the Director 
of Panchayats. 

3. The Panchayat may farm the market as a whole or in parts 
for a period not exceeding one year to the highest bidder subject to 
the following conditions 

(a) The stallsshall be leased or Intout by auction to thehighest 
bidder for a period not exceeding one year as the Panchayatmay from 
time to time resolve upon , by the Executive Authority or any one 
authorised by him in this behalf. 

(b) The Executive Authority or the officer authorised by him 
may also lease or let for trade sites or standings within the market 
premises by auction to the highest bidder. 

(.) Open spaces will be left for the sale of petty articles to 
the extent the ground would permit . 

(d) The rent or fee due shall be payable in advance for the 
whole term , and when let on the monthly paymentsystem one month s 
rent shall always be deposited in advance as earnest money and 
the rent for every month shall be paid in the Panchayat Office before 
the 13th of that month ,in default of which the license and the original 
deposit shall be liable to be forfeited and the stalls,sites orstandings 
shall be resold , and the licensee shall be held responsible for any loss 
which may be sustained by the resale by public auction or by private 
contract. The licensee shall also be liable to be evicted . All amounts 
due from the licensee shall be recoverable under the provisions of the 
Revenue Recovery Act. 
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4. All articles brought into the market for sale in open space 
reserved for sale of petty articles by casual vendors shall be charged 
with an admission fee according to the rates prescribed in the 
schedule below . 

The fees prescribed in the schedule below shall be paid at the 
entrance of the market to the Officer appointed by the Executive 
Authority or to the lessee or his authorised agent for the purpose 
and a receipt obtained from him . 

s. Any person found carrying on sale within themarket premises 
without a license under bye-law 3 or receipt under bye-law 4 shall be 
summarily ejected . 

6. All articles brought into the market shall be sold or exposed 
for sale in stalls, shops, standings or other places set apart by the 
Executive Authority from time to time for the purpose of selling 
such articles . 

1. Any person guilty of a breach of any of these bye-laws and 
conditions of his license shall be liable to have his license suspended 
or withdrawn at the discretion of the Executive Authority and to be 
evicted from the market under the direction of the Executive 
Authority or Officer authorised by him . 

-8. Every tenant of a stall, shop or standing who shall employ 
another person to carry on his business at such stall, shop or standing 
on his behalfand as his agent shall register with the Executive Autho 
rity and from time to time keep so registered the name of every 
employee who may be for the time being deputed to act for him as 
aforesaid . 

9. A tenant or occupier of a stall or holding shall on demand 
by the Executive Authority remove outside the market precincts or 
to such place as the Executive Authority may direct any hamper, 
box, barrel or other receptacle which he has so disposed as in the 
opinion of the Executive Authority to obstruct the public way or 
over crowd the stall or interfere with due ventilation . 

10. No putrid or unwholesome article of consumption shall be 
allowed to be exposed or sold in the market. The Executive 
Authority shall under such general orders as the Panchayat may 
from time to time pass, be at liberty to summarily remove or destroy 
all such articles and the lessee or the owner shall have no claim for 
compensation for any loss arising therefrom . 

11. No article, the storing or sale of which shall not be done 
without a license either from the Panchayat or from the Government 
shall be brought into the market for sale without such license. 
... 12. Articles prohibited to be sold shall not be brought into the 
market. 
13. No 

person shall assign or sub -let or otherwise part with 
possession of any stall or shop or standing to another. 


14. No person resorting to the market shall spoil or make the 
place dirty or insanitary. 

15. Any person resorting to the market as a buyer or seller or 
as a cooly shall always comply with all lawful directions of the Exe 
cutive Authority and other officers authorised by him . 

16. The Executive Authority or servants of Panchayat may 
expel from the premises any person who is found there drunk or 
begging or loitering or who misconducts himself or is a lunatic or 
who in any way infringes any of these bye-laws and may prevent 
such person from further carrying on any trade or business in the 
market or occupying any building, shop, stall or standing therein, 
if he is a tenant, occupier or vendor, or an agent or servant of any of 


these persons. 


17. Servants employed by the Panchayat in the Public market 
are forbidden to ask for or receive any gratuity in money or otherwisc. 

PRIVATE MARKET. 
18. The license fee for a private market shall be regulated by the 
arca covered by themarket as shown in the schedule annexed.

(11) When there is no privy, latrine, urinal, dust- bin burning 
ground or rubbish or nightsoil depot within 50 feet of the proposed 
site ; 

(111) When there is no similar market within one mile of the 
proposed site ; 

(Iv) When previous approval is obtained for the proposal from 
the Director of Panchayats. 

20. A license may be granted for the use of a private place as a 
market or shop for meat or fish or as a market for the sale of fruit or 
vegetables only on the following conditions : 

(1) That the licensee keep on the premises such supply of 
water and such movable receptacles for refuse , and such buckets 
shovels, brooms other implements for cleaning purposes and for 
use in case of fire as the Panchayat from time to time prescribe 
and thathemaintains the same always clean and in good repair ; 


(ii) That the licensee cause the floor or pavements and 
furniture of his market or shop to be thoroughly washed down and 
blood , rubbish and garbage to be removed from the premises within 
two hours ofthe close of each day s business ; 

(iii) That the licensee of a market employ or keep on duty 
at such market for so long as it is open to the public so manypeons as 
may be prescribed by the Panchayat in the license for the purpose of 
maintaining order and preventing nuisances or obstructions in the 
market or in the approaches thereto ; 

( 17) That the licensee of a market charge for the use of the 
market nothing more than the maximum fees fixed for a public 
market ; 

(6) That the licensee shall use the market for the sale of only 
such articles for which the license is granted and that no part of 
the market shall be used for any purpose other than that specified in 
the license ; 

(vi) That the licensee shall put up notice boards specifying 
the articles for the sale of which the various stalls or shops are set 
apart and used ; 

( vii) That the licensee shall at all reasonable hours give the 
Executive Authority or any employee deputed by him in this behalf 
free access to all parts of such shops and every facility for inspecting 

( viii) That the licensee shall abide by the provisions ofbye-laws 
and Rules 17 to 27 and 31 of the Panchayat Market Rules 1954 as 
if his market was a public market. 

21. A license issued may be suspended or withdrawn at the 
discretion ofthe Panchayat whenever any of the above conditions are 
broken .

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Rules for the Grant of Loans to Yarn Distribution Societies 
which convert themselves as Weavers Production- cum - sales 

Co-operative Societies towards Working Capital 
1. Loans may be advanced for providing Working Capital 
to Yarn Distribution Societies who convert themselves into 
Handloom Weavers Production -cum -sales Co-operative Socie 
ties. 

2. Such loans will be interest-free and will be repayable in 
five equal annual instalments. 

3. Loans will be granted on the basis of the number of 
weavers who are members of the society as on 23-8-1954 calcu 
lated at a rate not exceeding the maximum rates fixed from 
time to time per weaver-member, provided that where a loan 
has already been granted to a society on the basis of the number 
of weaver -members admitted after 13-11-1953, the loan in pur 
suance of these Rules will not be available to the benefit of such 
weaver -members. The loan will be granted only to the socie 
ties. 

4. The loan will be secured by a charge on the assets of 
the society . 

5. The loan amount shall be used only for purchase of yarn 
to be supplied to weaver -members of the society, and for the 
payment of wages to them .

9. After enquiry the Handloom Development Officer shall 
forward the application together with his recommendation to 
the Joint Director of Industries and Commerce (Handloom ) . 

10. The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce 
(Handloom ) shall pass orders on the application or, if the 
amount exceeds Rs . 5,000 submit the application to Government 
for sanction .

13. The sanctioned amount will thereafter be drawn by the 
society in a bill in Form No. 45 ( Financial & Account Code ) 
countersigned by the Joint Director of Industries and Com 
merce (Handloom ) . A stamped receipt acknowledging the re 
ceipt of the amount shall also be sent to the Joint Director of 
Industries and Commerce (Handloom ) before he countersigns 
the bills. 

14. The amount so drawn shall be deposited in a Bank 
approved by the Joint Director of Industries and Commerce 
(Handloom ). 

15. Each instalment of repayment will fall due on the date 
of expiry of each year after the date of grant of loan . If an 
instalment is not paid on the due date, the entire loan will be 
come recoverable in a lump. 

16. The loan will become recoverable in a lump if the loan 
is, in the opinion of the Joint Director of Industries and Com 
merce (Handloom ) utilized for any purpose other than the one 
for which it is intended . The opinion of the Joint Director of 
Industries and Commerce (Handloom ) in this regard shall be 
final. 

17. The Joint Director of Industries and Commerce

AWARD . 
This award is passed on the basis of a complaint filed by 
one Gopalan Nambiar under Section 33A of the Industrial Dis 
putes Act (Central Act XIV of 1947) and the complaint is 
registered as Industrial Dispute No. 55 of 1954. Sri K. P. Go 
palan Nambiar who will be mentioned as complainant has 
filed the petition on 20-11-1954 and the Management, who 
was called upon to file objection filed it on 13-12-1954. On 
behalf of the management the working Manager was examined 
as EW1 and the complainant was examined as WW1. 
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The allegation against the management is that they have 
discharged the complainant without getting written permission 
from the Tribunal on 17-10-1954 on the ground that he had 
participated in the strike launched by the Union in which he 
is a member. In the objection filed by the management they 
have contended that the complainant is incompetent to file the 
petition under Section 33. A as he was a casual worker who was. 
discharged after the completion of the work for the execution 
of which he was employed casually. So the important ques 
tion to be decided is whether :Sri Gopalan Nambiar is casual 
worker or not, because it is now settled law that casual work 
ers are not competent to seek relief under Section 33 A of 
Industrial Disputes Act. 

The burden to prove that the complainant is a casual 
worker is on the management. The complainant as WW1 has 
sworn that he was appointed in the month of August 1954 as 
a fitter in the workshop run by the management after testing 
for a week and he was regularly working as a fitter till he 
was discharged. The Working Director as EW1 swears that 
order of appointment is usually issued to permanent as well as 
temporary workers only but in the case of casual workers no 
such order is given and they are employed for particular jobs 
when necessity demands . It is admitted that no order was 
issued to the complainant. But I must think this practice if 
it is so , should not be a ground to presume that all those who 
are not given orders of appointment should be casual workers. 
The practice should be otherwise . If person has to be en 
gaged as a casual worker he should ibe made to understand 
that he is appointed for a particular. job.or for a particular 
period and on the termination of which he would be discharged 
in the usual course. This can be done by issuing orders of 
appointment specifying the conditions of service. This will 
avoid misunderstanding and heart burning on either side. It 
is regretful to find that an established management like 
P. S. N. Motor Service follows an incorrect procedure and 
makes use of this when a worker claims relief under law . 
Eventhough I don t disbelieve the testimony of Ew1. while he 
deposes that during the period of August - September there 
was additional work in the workshop on account of brake-test 
etc. , I am not inclined to accept the contention that the com 
plainant is a casual worker in the absence of an order issued 
to him specifying the conditions of service. Mr. Panikar 
pointed out my ruling to a dispute reported in 1953-II-L.L.J.153. 
Hence the management has failed to prove that the complai 
nant is a casual worker : After reading carefully the decision 
reported in 1952 II L.L.J. 77 and 1953-1-L.L.J. 7811 I hold that 
he is competent to file the petition under Section 33 : A : 

The next question that has to be decided is whether there 
is a violation of the provision of Section 33 of Industrial Dis 
putes Act. It is admitted that Adjudication No. 48 of 1954 
between the Management of P. S. N. Motor Service and 
P.S. N. Motor Workers Congress is pending adjudication 


Mr. Sankara Menon , on behalf of the management would argue 
that the complainant is not a member of the Union . To sustain 
a petition under Section 33A the petitioner need not be a mem 
ber of a Union which is a party in the pending adjudication . 
Hence that objection does not stand. It is further argued by 
Mr. Menon that the complainant is not a person concerned in 
the main dispute. The issues to be decided in the main dis 
pute, Adjudication No. 48 of 1954, are: 
( 1 ) To what amount of bonus, if any, are the workers 

entitled for the year 1128 M.E.? 
( 2 ) Are the workers of the workshop entitled to wages 

or compensation for the strike period commencing 

from 18th September 1954 ? 
Mr. Menon would argue that the decision of the issue will 
not affect the complainant because he has joined the Union 
only in August 1954. It is true that this worker may not be 
entitled to claim any bonus for the year 1952 but it has to be 
noted that the principle underlying the decision may affect 
him favourably or adversely. It is clear that the decision of 
the second issue will affect him because he has also partici 
pated admittedly in the strike in question . Hence it is crystal 
clear that the complainant is a workman concerned in the dis 
pute. The ruling reported in 1953-II-L.L.J.807 does not help 
him . It is also admitted by EW1 that one Balakrishnan Nair 
who is junior to the complainant is still in the service and he 
was one who has not participated in the strike. Hence I must 
think that at the time of discharging the worker , the idea that 
he has participated in the strike must be in the mind of the 
person who refused work. 

It has to be stated that the management should scrupu 
lously adhere to the spirit and letter of the provision of Section 
331 when adjudication is pending anhould be the sinconon for 
ween the management 
the prosperity of similar concern. 

Hence I hold that the management has violated the pro 
vision of Section 33 and I have to allow the petition under 
Section 33 A. Sri K. P.Gopalan Nambiar should be reinstated 
immediately with back wages . The arrcars from the date of 
discharge till he is reinstated should be paid within 2 weeks 
from the date of publication of this Award in the Gazette . 
No order as to costs . 

I pass this Award in terms specified above. This comes 
into effect from the date of publication according to Section 17 
of the Industrial Disputes Act.

ACT

Short title. 1. This Act may be called the Appropriation (Vote on Account)

THE TRAVANCORE-COCHIN DANGEROUS DRUGS 

RULES, 1955 . 
In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub -section (2 ) of 
Section 8 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 (Central Act No. II 
of 1930 ) the Government of Travancore-Cochin State are hereby 
pleased to make the following rules for ( a ) the interstatal import 
and export into and from the State of Travancore-Cochin the 
transport, possession and sale ofmanufactured drugs other than 
prepared opium and (b ) the manufacture of medicinal opium 
or of any preparations containing morphine, diacetyl-morphine, 
or cocaine from materials which the maker is lawfully entitled 
to possess , namely : 

I. Short Title and Extent. 
1 . These rules may be called the Travancore-Cochin 
Dangerous Drugs Rules, 1955. 

2. They extend to the whole of the Travancore-Cochin State 
and shall come into force at once whereupon all rules made 
under any other Act for a purpose specified in Sub-section (2) 
of Section 8 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 shall stand 
cancelled, except as regard anything done, or any offence com 
mitted or any fine or penalty incurred, or any proceedings 
instituted before these rules came into force. 
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II. Definitions. 
3. In these rules, unless there is anything repugnant in the 
subject or context : 

( 1 ) " the Act" means the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 ; 
(2 ) " approved practitioner" means: 
(a ) any person registered as a medical practitioner 

under the Medical Act, 1858, or any Act amending 
the same or the Travancore-Cochin Medical 
Practitioners Act 1953 or under any law for the 
registration of medical practitioners for the time 

being in force in any part of India , or 
(b) any person registered as a dentist under the Den 

tists Act, 1878 or any Act amending the same or 
the Dentists Act 1948 or under any law for the 
registration of dentists for the time being in force 
in 

any part of India, or 
(c) any person possessed of qualifications which ren 
• der him eligible for registration as a medical 

practitioner or dentist, as the case may be, under 
the Medical Act, 1858 , the Dentists Act, 1878, or 
any Act amending the said Act or under any law 
for the registration of medical practitioners or 
dentists for the time being in force in any part 

of 
India, and approved by the Commissioner for the 
purpose of these rules or of corresponding rules 

for the time being in force in any part of India, or 
(d ) any person who is registered under the Veterinary 

of any of the Indian Veterinary Colleges established 
under the authority of Government or recognised 

by Government, or 
(e ) any other person engaged in medical, scientific or 

veterinary practice and approved by the Com 
missioner for the purpose of these rules or of 
corresponding rules for the time being in force 

in any part of India , 
( 3 ) " Commissioner " means the Excise Commissioner of the 
Travancore-Cochin State , 

(4 ) " Assistant Excise Commissioner " means the officer in 
charge of an Excise Division subject to the control of Excise 
Commissioner , 

(5 ) " Licensed chemist" means a person who has obtained 
a license under these rules : 

(a ) for the manufacture on prescription of "medicinal 

opium " , or of any preparation , containing mor 
phine, diacetyl-morphine or cocaine from materials 

which he is lawfully, entitled to possess, and 
(b ) for the possession and sale on prescription of any 

manufactured drug ;

(6 ) " Licensed dealer" means a person who has obtained 
a license under these rules : 

( a ) for the manufacture of "medicinal opium " or of 

any preparation containing morphine, diacetyl

(b ) for the possession and sale, otherwise than on 

prescription, of any manufactured drug other than 

prepared opium ; 
(7 ) " Ounce " means an ounce avoirdupois containing 4371/4 
grains troy ; 

( 8 ) " prescription " means a prescription given by an ap 
proved practitioner for the supply of any manufactured drug 
other than prepared opium to a patient in accordance with these 
rules ; 
(9 ) " tola " means a weight of 180 grains troy . 

III. Manufacture . 
4. A licensed dealer or a licensed chemist may, subject to 
the conditions of his license, manufacture 

( 1) "Medicinal opium " from opium lawfully possessed by 
him ; and 

(2 ) any preparation containing morphine, diacetyl-mor 
phine, or cocaine from morphine, diacetyl-morphine, opium or 
cocaine lawfully possessed by him . 

5. The manufacture of medicinal hemp, however, will be 
under and in accordance with the conditions of a license in the 
annexed from D. D. 7 granted by the Assistant Excise Commis 
sioner. 

IV . Possession . 
6. ( 1 ) Any person may possess any manufactured drug other 
than prepared opium in such quantity as has been at one time 
dispensed and sold for his in accordance with the provision 
of Rule 22 or of corresponding rules for the timebeing in force 
in any part of India . 

(2) An approved practitioner may possess for use in his 
practice, but not for sale, the following quantities of manu 
factured drugs other than prepared opium : 

( a ) Opium derivatives other than prepared opium , 

containing in the aggregate not more than 120 
grains of either morphine or diacetyl-morphine or 

both ; 
(b ). Coca derivatives containing not more than 1/2 oz. 

of cocaine in the aggregate; 
(c ) Any other narcotic substance declared to be a 

manufactured drug under sub -clause (ii) of clause 

(g ) of section 2 of the Act, up to such quantity 
as may be fixed by the Commissioner. 


Provided that the Commissioner may, by special order, 
authorise any such practitioner to possess as aforesaid any of 
the said drugs in a larger quantity . 

Explanation : The expression " for use in his practice" . 
covers only the actual direct administration of the drugs in 
injections, surgical operations or other emergent cases by or 
in the presence of an approved practitioner. All other issues 
of the by an approved practitioner from his dispensary 
from specially recognised charitable institution . 
7. A licensed dealer or licensed chemist may possess 

opium in such quantity 
and in such manner as may be 

other than precified 
in his license. 
8. A person authorised in this behalf by the Commissioner 
by an order made under rule 28 may possess manufactured 
drugs other than prepared opium in such quantity and in such 
manner as may be specified in that order . 

.... A person to whom a permit has been granted under these 
rules for the import, export or transport of manufactured drugs 
other than prepared opium may possess such drugs in such 
quantity and in such manner as may be specified in the permit. 

10. A person in charge of a Government Hospital or Govern 
ment Medical Institution may possess manufactured drug other 
than prepared opium in such quantity as may be authorised by 
thc Surgeon General. 

V. Import, Export & Transport. 
11. No Dangerous Drug shall be imported into the State 
except under an authorisation in the appended form granted by 
the Board of Revenue and a permit in addition obtained from 
the concerned Assistant Excise Commissioner and unless each 
of the packages or other containers in which the dangerous 
drug is imported bears a label indicating the name of the drug 
contained therein . 

12. The following classes of persons may import into the 
State inter- statally manufactured drugs other than prepared 
opium : 

( 1 ) a licensed dealer to the extent he can lawfully possess 
under these rules ; 

(2 ) a licensed chemist to the extent he can lawfully possess 
under these rules ; 

(3 ) an approved practitioner to the extent he can lawfully 
possess under these rules ; 

(4 ) a person who has been granted permit in this behalf 
up to the limit specified in the permit; 

(5 ) a person authorised by the Commissioner up to the 
limit specified in the authorisation ; 

Provided that such persons have taken an import authori 
sation from the Board of Revenue.

imported and, in case of morphine or diacety ! 
preparations or coca derivatives the amount of 
morphine, diacetyl-morphine or cocaine contained 

in each preparation to be imported ; and 
(iii) an undertaking by the applicant that the drug to 

be imported is intended exclusively for medicinal 

purposes . 
(2 ) Nothing in these rules shall be deemed to permit the 
inter-Statal import of manufactured drugs from any State un 
less the rules for the time being in force in such State are 
complied with. 

14. Any person may import, export and transport such quan 
tity of manufactured drugs other than prepared opium as he 
may lawfully possess under rule 6 : 
15. The following classes of persons namely : 

( a ) a licensed dealer ; 
(b ) a licensed chemist ; and 

( c) any person authorised by the Commissioner under rule 
28 may, subject to the restrictions contained in rules 19 and 20 
in case of ( a ) and rules 19 and 22 in case of (b ) , export inter 
statally manufactured drugs other than prepared opium to any 
State , only on the production of an import authorisation granted 
under the rules for the time being in force in such State before 
the Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division of export. 

16. On the production of the import authorisation before the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner of the Division of export, such 
Assistant Excise Commissioner shall countersign the authorisa 
tion and issue a pass to cover such export. 

17. A person to whom a permit or authorisation has been 
granter under these rules for the transport of manufactured 
drugs other than preparted opium may transport the drugs in 
such quantity and in such manner as may be specified in the 
permit or authorisation granted to him . 
factured drugs other prepared opium shall comply with 
such ġeneral or special directions as may be given by the Com 
missioner . 

VI. Transmission by post. 
19. The transmission ( import, export or transport) of manu 
factured drugs other than prepared opium by inland post by a 
licensed chemist or a licensed dealer is permitted subject to the 
following conditions: 

(i) Only the parcel post shall be used . 


! 
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(ii) The parcels shall be insured . 

(iii) The transmission shall be covered by an import authori 
sation, export or transport pass granted under these rules as 
the case may be, and marked "available by parcel post." 

(iv ) The parcel shall be accompanied by a declaration show 
ing the names of consignor and consignee, the contents of the 
parcel in detail, the number and date of the permit covering 
the transmission , the number of the license held by the consignee 
or a declaration that consignee is exempt from the obligation 
to have in possession of a license for the quantity concerned 
and further particulars that may be required. 

VII . Sale . 
20. ( 1) A licensed dealer may be permitted to sell otherwise 
than on prescription : 

(a ) to another dealer or chemist licensed under these 

rules or under corresponding rules for the time 

being in force in any part of India ; 
(b ) to an approved practitioner, 
(c ) to a person who has been granted permit under 

rule 27 or under corresponding rules for the time 

being in force in any part of India ; 
(d ) to any person authorised by the Commissioner in 

this behalf under rule 28 ; 
Manufactured drugs other than prepared opium not exceed 
ing the limits which such persons may lawfully possess under 
these rules or the said corresponding rules : 

Provided that the drug shall be delivered only to such 
purchaser as aforesaid in person , or to his duly authorised 
representative on production by the latter of a written authori 
sation to take delivery on his behalf by the purchaser. 

(2 ) Such drugs shall be sold only in packages or bottles 
after affixing thereon marks plainly exhibiting the amount of 
the Drugs in each package or bottle. 

(3) Any preparation , admixture, extract or other substance 
containing such drugs shall be sold only in packages or bottles 
after afixing thereon marks plainly exhibiting; 

(a ) in the case of a powder, solution or ointment the 

total amount thereof in each package or bottle and 
the percentage of the drug contained in the 

powder, solution or ointment, and 
(b ) in the case of tablets or other similar articles the 

amount of the drug in each article and the number 

of articles in each package or bottle. 
21. On every package or bottle containing manufactured 
drug other than prepared opium marks shall be affixed exhibit 
ing the percentage or proportion or amount of opium , 
CANNABIS INDICA morphine, diacetyl-morphine or cocaine 
contained in the drugs. 


22. A licensed chemist may sell manufactured drugs other 
than prepared opium on prescription subject to the following 
conditions, namely : 

(a ) the drugs shall be sold in such quantity and for the 
use of such person only as may be specified in the prescrip 
tion ; 

( b ) the drugs shall be supplied only once on a prescription 
unless it bears a superscription by an approved practitioner 
stating that it is to be repeated and at what intervals of time 
and how many times it is to be repeated ; 

Provided that if it appears that the drugs have already 
been sold on the prescription six times or such number of times 
less than six as the prescription is required to be repeated, 
or that the interval specified in the prescription has not elapsed 
since it was last dispensed , he shall not sell the drugs on such 
prescription without a fresh superscription in that behalf by 
an approved practitioner. 

(c ) a copy of each prescription shall be taken and kept by 
the licensed chemist on the first sale of the drugs, and on the 
occasion of each sale thereon , he shall enter on the prescription 
the date of the sale and shall also sign and seal it ; and 

(a ) any other conditions that may be contained in his 
license . 

VIII. Conditions relating to prescription . 
23. No prescription for the supply of manufactured drugs 
other than prepared opium shall be given by an approved 
practitioner otherwise than in accourdance with the following 
conditions : 

( 1) the prescription shall be in writing, shall be dated and 
signed by the approved practitioner with his full name and 
address and qualifications and shall specify the name and 
address of the person to whom the prescription is given and the 
total amount of the drug to be supplied on the prescription 
provided that, where the medicine to be supplied on the pres 
cription is a proprietary medicine, it shall be sufficient to state 
the amount of the medicine to be supplied , when a dose in 
excess of the usual dosage of any such manufactured drug other 
than prepared opium is prescribed the amount of the dose shall 
be emphasised by being underlined and the initials of the 
practitioner set in the margin opposite : 

(2) the prescription shall not be given for the use of the 
prescriber himself ; 

(3) a registered dentist shall give a prescription only for 
the purpose of dental treatment and shall mark it " for local 
dental treatment only " and 

(4 ) a registered Veterinary Surgeon shall give a prescrip 
tion only for the purpose of treatment of animals and shall 
mark it " for animal treatment only " . 

IX . Accounts . 
24. Every licensed dealer licensed chemist shall main 
tain regular and accurate accounts of all transactions in Form 
No. 1 appended to these rules. Such accounts shall show in 
respect of each receipt the source of supply and the quantity 


received and in respect of sales , the quantity sold each day. 
The licensee shall file, in support of his accounts of receipt, 
the customs receipts for duty , paid or the invoices of supplies 
his accounts of sales, a receipt from each person to whom an 
issue is made or the orders on which such issues were made. 

license shall be kept 
Accounts of transactions under this 
separate from those maintained by him under any other license. 
At the end of each month totals shall be struck showing 
separately the issues to (a) licensees including approved practi 
tioners who hold licenses, and (b) approved practitioners and 
others authorised to possess dangerous medicinal drugs. Such 
accounts shall be preserved for not less than two years from 
the date of the last entry in the accounts. The licensees shall 
furnish to the Assistant Excise Commissioner such statistics 
about receipts or sales as he may require from time to time. 

25. Every approved practitioner or permit-holder shall 
maintain an accurate and regular account of the manu 
factured drugs other than prepared opium possessed and ad 
ministered by him in Form No. 2 appended to these rules 
showing the daily receipts, expenditure and balance and such 
account shall be open to inspection by any officer of the Excise 
Department not below the rank of a Range Inspector. 

X. Approval, Authorisation licenses and Permits. 
26. The Commissioner may for the purpose of sub - clauses 
(c ) and (e ) of clause ( 2 ) of rule 3 approve any person engaged 
in medical, scientific or veterinary practice. 

27. The Assistant Excise Commissioner may, with the sanc 
tion of the Commissioner , by general or special order, grant 
a permit in Form No. 3 appended to these rules to a medical 
officer in managing or supervising charge of a hospital or 
any person in charge of an Educational Institupervision or to 
in scientific research to import, transport and possess manu 
factured drugs other than prepared opium in such manner and 
in such 

quantity as may be specified by him in that permit . 
28. The Commissioner may , by a special order, authorise 
any person to import, export, transport or possess manufactured 
drugs other than prepared opium subject to the conditions, if 
any, as may be specified in that order. 

29. The Assistant Excise Commissioner may grant to any 
person a dealer s license in Form No. 4 
to manufacture, possess and sell, otherwise than on prescriptions 
manufactured drugs, other than prepared opium subject to the 
license. Before granting such license for the first time pre 
vious approval of the Commissioner should be taken . 

30. The Assistant Excise Commissioner may grant to any 
person a chemist s license 
rules permitting him to manufacture, possess and dispense and 

Form No. 5 appended to these 
sell on prescription , manufactured drugs other than prepared 
opium subject to the provisions of rules 4 , 8 and 22 and to the 
conditions of the license. 
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31. The Assistant Excise Commissioner may grant a pass 
in Form No. 6 appended to these rules : 

(1 ) to a licensed dealer or licensed chemist to import and 
export manufactured drugs other than prepared opium sub 
ject to the provisions of rules 12, 13, 15 and 19 and to such 
other conditions as may be imposed by the Commissioner; 

(2) to transport manufactured drugs other than prepared 
opium subject to the provisions of rules 17 and 19 and to such 
other conditions as may be imposed by the Commissioner. 

32. The licenses or permits granted under these rules shall 
be current for the period from 1st April to 31st March of the 
following year or for any shorter period as the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner 

may direct . 
33. The fees for the licenses granted under these rules shall 
be charged as follows: 

(a ) a dealer s license in D. D. Form No. 4 
Rs. 5 per annum . 

(5 ) a chemist s license in D. D. Form No. 5 
Rs. 5 per annum . 

(C ) a license for the manufacture of medicinal hemp in 
D. D. Form No. 7 - Rs. 5 per annum . 

34. Subject to such direction as may be given by the 
Commissioner, the authority who has granted a license, pass , 
authorisation or permit under these rules may cancel or 
suspend such license, pass , authorisation or permit: 

(a ) if such person has failed to pay any duty or fee 

payable under these rules; or 
(b ) if it is transferred or sublet by the holder thereof 

without the permission of the said authority ; or 
(c ) in the event of any breach , by the holder thereof 

or by any of his employees or by any one acting 
on his behalf with his express or implied permis 
sion , of any of these rules or of any of the terms 

or conditions thereof; or 
(d ) if the holder thereof is convicted of any offence 

punishable under the Act or of any consignable and 
non -bailable offence or of any offence punishable 
under the Travancore Abkari Act, IV of 1073 or 
the Cochin Abkari Act I of 1077 or under any 
corresponding Act relating to excise in any other 
State or under the Opium Acts or under the Mer 
chandise Marks Act, 1889 or under entry 8 of the 
schedule to Section 167 of the Sea Customs Act, 

1878 ; or 
( 2 ) In any other case not provided under sub-rule ( 1), 
the authority granting the license or permit, may, if he con 
siders that such license or permit should be withdrawn, with 
draw the license or permit on the expiration of 15 days notice 
in writing of his intention to do so. 

35. A license dealer or licensed chemist or a permitholder, 
may surrender his license or permit at any time by 15 days 
G.875 
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notice in writing given by him to the Assistant Excise Com 
missioner after payment of such dues for whch he may be liable 
to Government. 

36. When a license or a permit granted under these rules 
has been cancelled , suspended or withdrawn under the provi 
sions of these rules, the licensee dr permit -holder shall forth 
with make over all the manufactured drugs other than prepared 
opium in his possession to such an officer as the Assistant Excise 
Commissioner may direct for disposal in the manner as provided 
in rule 40. 

37. ( 1 ) Every licensee or permit-holder shall at once produce 
for inspection his license or permit and his account book on the 
demand of any Excise Officer not below the rank of a Range 
Inspector of Excise having jurisdiction in the area , and shall 
not prevent any such officer from entering and inspecting the 
premises in which he is authorised to store the manufactured 
drugs other than prepared opium at any hour of the day or 
night during which such premises may be kept open for 
business . 

(2 ) Every licensee or permit-holder shall, when required by 
an officer not below the rank of Range Inspector of Excise, 
assist him in taking account of his stock . 

38 . ( 1 ) In case of any breach of these rules of any of the 
conditions for which a license or permit is liable to be cancelled 
or suspended under clauses (a ), (b ), (c) and (d ) of sub -rule 
( 1) of rule 34 the Assistant Excise Commissioner may in lieu 
of such cancellation or suspension , impose a penalty not exceed 
ing Rs. 100 for every such breach . 

(2) The imposition of any penalty under these Rules shall 
not however relieve the licensee or permit-holder from liability 
to be prosecuted for any specific offence committed against the 
Act or Rules thereunder . 

XI. Powers 
38. All officers of the Excise Department of and above tho 
rank of Range Inspector may : 

( 1) enter and inspect any place in which manufactured 
drugs other than prepared opium are kept for sale or for such 
other use as is provided by these rules, at any time by day or 
night during which the place may be kept open. 

(2 ) examine the accounts and registers maintained in any 
such place as aforesaid and seize such accounts and registers 
which he may have reason to believe to be false, 

( 3 ) examine, test, weigh and measure all manufactured 
drugs other than prepared opium found in any place as afore 
said , and 

(4 ) examine or test and seize any measures or weights 
found in any such place which he has reason to believe to be 
false . 
XII. Disposal of drug made over to the Assistant Excise 

Commissioner 
40. ( 1 ) The Assistant Excise Commissioner shall cause 
samples of all manufactured drugs other than prepared opium 
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made over to him under rule 36 to be examined by the Chemical 
Examiner to the Government or by such other officer as the 
Commissioner may direct . The cost of examination shall be 
borne by the owner . 

(2 ) If any such drugs are certified by such officer to be fit 
for use, the Assistant Excise Commissioner may allow them 
to be sold to any dealer or chemist, licensed under these rules. 
The Assistant Excise Commissioner may require any licensed 
dealer or licensed chemist , to purchase such drugs not exceed 
ing such quantity as the Assistant Excise Commissioner may 
determine to be ordinarily saleable by him in two months, at 
such rate as the Assistant Excise Commissioner may direct. 

( 3) If any such drugs are certified by the Chemical Exa 
miner to be unfit for use, the Assistant Excise Commissioner 
shall cause them to be destroyed. 

XII. Exemption 
41. All preparations containing less than 0.1 per cent of 
cocaine and 0.2 per cent of morphine and any preparations 
which the Central Government may by notification in the official 
Gazette declare not to be manufactured drug other than pre 
pared opium shall be examined from the provisions of these 
rules relating to import, export, transport, possession and sale : 

Provided that tincture opium shall not be issued by any 
licensee to any person other than a medical practitioner who 
requires it for bonafide medicinal purposes . 

XIV . Issue of subsidiary orders . 
42. Subject to the provisions of the Act and of these rules 
the Commissioner may from time to time issue such instructions 
as he may think fit for the purpose of carrying out the provi 
• sions of these rules. 

XV . Appeal and Revision 
43. An appeal shall lie from an original or appellate order 
made under these rules by an Excise Officer as follows,namely : 

( a ) to the Assistant Excise Commissioner when the order 
is made by an officer subordinate to him ; 

(b ) to the Commissioner when the order is made by the 
Assistant Excise Commissioner . 

Provided that : 
(i) when an original order is confirmed on first appeal a 

second appeal shall not lie. 
44. (1) Every memorandum of appeal shall be presented 
within one month from the date of the order appealed against. 

(2) Every memorandum of appeal shall be accompanied 
by the order appealed against by a certified copy of such 
order . 

45. Any order passed under these rules by an Excise Officer 
may be revised by the Board of Revenue, the Commissioner or 
the Assistant Excise Commissioner to whom such an officer is 
subordinate.
